He was Arnold Baker, of Bol- 
ton, Lancs, and tribute was paid 
to him at Manchester  consclen- 
tious objectors tribunal.

The chief officer of Baker's 
ship wrote saying that Baker

He voluntarily took over the 
wheel under heavy fire with only 
the briefest instruction. When the 
steering was wrecked he asked 
to be given something else to do 
instead of making for his boat.

SchuSchnigg regime had been 
unemployed; adventurers whq be- 
lieved that a revolution would 
make it possible for them to fish 
in troubled waters; petty mer- 
chants and impovefished acade- 
micians who’ hoped’ that’ Hitler 
would smash for them the com- 
petition of the Jews. — 


' Austrian Nazis 
Disappointed — 


Everything | went differently, 
from what the -150,000 Austrian 
Nazis had heen expecting,- With 
Hitler, brutal. goosestepping im- 
perialism marched into Austria. 

Then came’ the: war against 
Poland in September, 1939,. It 
was the Austrian soldiers who 
were sent into-the first lines: where’ 
danger was greatest, in. Poland, 
Norway, Belgium, France and 
Yugaslavia. The casualty list ‘of 
the Reichswehr contains a great 
proportion of Austrian’ soldiers. 
There is hardly one family in-

Lovely Eyelashes 


It is tot too much to expect 
your eyclashes to look thicker, 
longer and more fush than they 
actually are, and it is all done 
with one tiny mirror and a few 
good eye alds. 

The natural desire is to have 
long lashes which curl upward, 
Such eye beauty requires that 
you keep your lashes adequately 
lubricated night and day. You 
know that dry hair does not hold 
acurl, well, neither will dry 
lashes. A bit of special lash oil 
or cream, or white vasstine will 
help to keep the hair glossy and 
versutile. Lush cream may bo 
applied over your colouring to 
help counteract the drying cffoct 
,of most mascaras. Any tubricant 
should be brushed on with a 
clean brush froin the roots to 
the very tips. 


For Greater Length 


Either liquid, cake or cream 
mascara may be used to make 
your lashes look longer (qr to 
dramatise their actual length). 
The colour is applied with an- 
other clean brush (your mascara 
brush must be washed after each 
application). Most women like 
to colour only the very tips and 
the outer end lashes, but it js 
permissible to colour the entire 
lenglh of the lash if you wish. 
However, your brush must, have 
only a spec of the colouring on 
it as you work or you will dis- 
cover that the lashes stick to- 
gether unattractively. A narrow 
fine brush which usually comes 
with a tube or cake af colouring 
is better for this purpose than a 
larger one. 

A second clean, dry brush is 
used to whisk off any surplus 
make-up from the lashes before 
a bit a lash cream (for gloss) is 
applied. 

Now your lashes are ready for 
the curler which is shaped to fit 
the upper eyelid. This Plittle. in- 
strument with its  scissor-like 
handle is sae to manipulate.

He became and has remained a 
believer in the Jews’ powers as 
fighters, Disagreeing with the 
Government's view on a matter of 
policy, however, he resigned his 
special appointment and returned 
to Englan 

In looks, Capt. Wingate, who 
belongs to a well-known military 
family, bears a marked resem- 
blance to Lawrence of Arabia. His 
work is comparable with that of 
Glubb Pasha, leader of the Arab 
Legion, which, as described by 
Arthur Merton in a‘Special de- 
spatch to “The Daily Telegraph” 
has done such good work in Irak. ’.
